Differ as o Method of Enforcing Findings of the 
League — Peace Missions Dissatisfied With 
IS umber of Delegates Allowed. 


(By Associated Presa) 
Paris, Jan. 15.—W ith resumption 
today of the meetings preliminary to 
peace conference it is apparent that 
the movement to create a league of 
nations is being carried out by two 
forces having the same object, 
but 
differing as to the means of making 
it effective. 
One of these represents the conten­ 
tion .that the decisions of the league 
must be backed up by its combined 
physical force, while the other repre­ 
sents the view that its findings can 
be enforced without the aid of 
the 
common world as a police force. 
While the apportionment of the dele­ 
gates to the peace congress has not 
yet been officially made known, the 
ii st published after Monday’s session 
of the supreme council has caused an 
unfavorable impression among 
some 
of the missions, according to 
the 
French press. 
The Serbians and the Belgians are 
notably dissatisfied with giving three 
delegates to Brazil, while they only 
are permitted two each.

Archangel, Jan. 15.—Tales of hor­ 
rors within the territory controlled 
by the 
bolshevik 
government 
are 
brought here almost daily by some ad­ 
venturous Russian, often a young of­ 
ficer who has made his way through 
the bolshevik Tines. These stories are 
published in the Archangel 
newspa­ 
pers under the headline, "The Russian 
Nightmare.” 
Two of the members of the Arch­ 
angel city duma who recently 
re­ 
turned from Moscow, Russia, where 
they had been taken under 
arrest, 
quoted Nikolai Lenine, the bolshevik 
premier as saying: "Our days are 
numbered. We know that, but, in leav­ 
ing the power, we will shut the doors 
in a w'ay to make Europe shudder." 
One of the Archangel papers says 
that the record of the "Central All- 
Russian Investigating commission is 
one of tortures and horrors. Arrested 
people,” it 
adds, 
“diasppear 
by- 
groups. 
Agents of the German gen­ 
eral staff are working in the commis 
aion. 
People are shot in the build 
ing of the commission itself and in 
groups of 20 to 30 at a time. Those 
who come in order to inquire about 
arrested relatives are themselves a r 
rested and disappear. 
Only 
those 
who can afford to pay a large sum of 
money are liberated. 
For 30,000 or 
50,000 rubles one can save his life. 
Trotsky, formerly foreign 
minister, 
has lost all sympathizers among the 
working men, but Lenine still 
has 
great success in some places.” 
One bolshevik member of the cen­ 
tral soviety, Comrade Zinovieff, 
is 
quoted as saying in a speech: “lf you 
come to Petrograd you will see the 
bourgeoise paving the court of Smol- 
ny institute, unloading the ships on 
the Neva and cleaning the barracks. 
W inter clothes are being requisitioned 
in Petrograd. 
The 
bourgeoise 
fur 
coats will not exactly fit the Red 
Guards but they will patiently bear 
this inconvenience. On the I ral front 
we have already distributed 
among 
the Red Guards 600 suits and over­ 
coats belonging to the Romanoffs. 
The bourgeoise must disappear in a 
socialistic state. 
If we go on stead­ 
ily- we will soon teach the Russian 
bourgeoise what it ought to be 
and 
after that the bourgeoise of 
the 
w-orld.” 
Another speaker at the soviet gov­ 
ernment, Bukharin, is quoted as say­ 
ing that Germany and Austria 
no 
longer were dangerous to bolshevism 
but that the main danger now lay 
with England and America. “We must

S H U M C R IM IN

Washington, Jan. 
15.—Organized 
labor’s unqualified opposition to any 
legislation, savoring of 
compulsory 
arbitration, was voiced by 
Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, before the senate 
committee on education and labor 
on Friday, when the committee open­ 
ed its hearings on the administration 
labor reconstruction bill. 
“There are several proposals in this 
bill,” said Mr. Gompers, “which are 
repugnant to the very spirit of free­ 
dom. We must rid ourselves of spec­ 
ulative theories and outline a prac­ 
tical peace of constructive legislation. 
“Within the last ten years, New 
Zealand, the home of compulsory ar­ 
bitration, has adm itted the failure of 
compulsory arbitration and recogniz­ 
ed the right of the workers to strike. 
"Gentlemen, hide 
it 
behind 
any 
phraseology you will, when the law 
and the government of the country 
tells the worker 'you cannot 
leave 
this work,’ that moment you 
have 
put the shackles upon him. 
“Inconvenience of strikes to 
the 
people,” continued Mr. Gompers, “is 
of less moment than freedom.” 
Mr. Gompers declared that the one 
state in the country that had passed 
compulsory- 
arbitration—C olorado- 
had been in a turmoil almost ever 
since, until, in fact, the workers took 
the law in their own hands and, as 
he put it, “simply struck.” 
“We are facing perhaps a condi­ 
tion,” he said, “where there will be 
thousands and thousands out of em­ 
ployment this w inter,” adding 
that 
“organized labor is not going to take 
kindly to standing in line again for 
a piece of bread and a cup of coffee.” 
Mr. Gompers said that Congress 
could help by not allowing a fast de­ 
mobilization of the army to compete 
with the present labor of the country 
and taking the department of labor’s 
conciliation branch more .seriously. "I 
should not say seriously,” he added, 
“but congress does take the depart­ 
ment of labor suspiciously.” 
W. S. Kenyon, senator from Iow-a, 
interrupted to admit that it had been 
extremely difficult to obtain appro­ 
priations last year from congress for 
the labor department. 
Continuing his argum ent against 
legislation to prevent strikes, 
Mr. 
Gompers said: 
"There is a growing feeling among 
labor men and those w-ho have given 
the subject intelligent thought that 
there is a new concept of the rela­ 
tions between man and man and na­ 
tion and nation. The attem pt by law 
to prevent strikes will be futile."

Topeka, Jan. 15.—Now that the war 
is over and m aterials may be obtain­ 
ed for road work, Kansas has made 
the start for a hara-surfaee road pro­ 
gram that will eventually cost $60,- 
000,000 and construct between 4000 
and 5000 miles of highway to con­ 
nect every county seat and m arket 
center in the state.

Starving Thousands In 
Petrograd Beg Soviet 
Troops to Shoot Them 


(Bv Associated Press) 
Houston. Texas, Jan. 15.—Another 
pink boll worm infestation has been 
found in the cotton fields of Texas, 
according to information given out 
by WT. D. Hunter, member of 
the 
federal horticultural board, in charge 
of pink boll worm work in Texas. The 
most recent discovery of the infesta­ 
tion is in western Texas, more than 
400 miles from the area released from 
quarantine for the cultivation of cot­ 
ton under go\em m ent supervision lit­ 
tle more than a month ago, which is 
accepted as evidence 
that 
western 
Texas infestation has no connection 
with that of south Texas, but that it 
originated from the Mexican side of j 
the Rio Grande? Another feature in 
connection with the situation is that 
the section of the country in which 
the pink boll worms are found 
in­ 
cludes only a small acreage devoted 
to the cultivation of cotton, and, by 
reason of the isolated location, will 
be easily handled, Mr. Hunter states. 
The paint in the section of the state 
where the infestation 
was 
recently 
found, which is nearest to the former 
noncotton zone" of south Texas, 
is 
Boquillas, Brewster county, in 
the 
Big Bend section of the Rio Grande 
valley. 
From Boquillas to 
Sandy 
Point, Brazoria county, the 
nearest 
point of the formerly quarantine area 
of the state, is more than 4000 miles, 
direct air line.

The question of foreigners in the 
United States is looming more por­ 
tentously than ever before, and may 
assume still graver proportions. 
The speakers stated that after in­ 
vestigating the statistics of the coun­ 
try he found that the percentage of 
foreign born peoples in the United 
States was equal to one-third of its 
population. 
In most of the 
larger 
cities the percentage ran higher than 
this figure. 
In San Francisco the 
percentage is 31.4; in Chicago 35.7, 
in Detroit 33.6, in Cleveland, 34.9, in 
Paterson 36.1, in Lowell 40.9, in Bos­ 
ton 35.9, in Fall River 42.6 and in 
New York City 40.4. 
Four-fifths of 
our ship builders and seventeen-twen­ 
tieths of our lumber makers are for­ 
eigners.

ing in our steel plants are foreigners. 
So are 78 per cent of those who work 
in our woolen mills and 90 per cent 
of those in our cotton mills.

These statistics show that the labor 
of the United States is overwheim- 
ingly in the hands of foreign born 
peoples.

Those who nave given this subject 
much thought believe that it will not

American ideals and American aims. 
No one can enter into the spirit of 
a country so long as they are igno 
rant of its languages, its customs, its 
aspirations, and its national purpose.

their respective governments cannot 
ignore. 
Under these circumstances, I 
am inclined to believe that compara­ 
tively moderate and fair opinions will 
prevail at the peace conference, with 
the result that the war will end in 
a peace under which all the nations 
of the world can in the future live 
in safety and in harmony with one 
another. 
Nobody can deny that such 
is the peace needed for the true wel­ 
fare of mankind.’' 
Mr. Hara recalled incidents of the 
active sympathy American soldiers 
showed to the French peasants in 
the war zone whom they were ever 
willing to help in the field whenever 
off duty. 
Ho told how American 
soldiers had spent their money buy­ 
ing candy for French children and 
continued: 
“Such is the new spirit now bind­ 
ing the different peoples of the world 
with increasing strength. 
This spirit 
does not permit nations merely to 
seek their own selfish interests with­ 
out any regard to the interests 
of 
others. Japan has sent her arm y to 
Siberia, and it is my ardent wish 
that the officers and men will always 
bear in mind that they are there to 
help the Russians and so conduct i 
themselves as to be welcomed by 
the latter as deliverers. Good be­ 
havior is just as praiseworthy on the 
part of a nation a.* on that of an in­ 
dividual. 
Look at Germany. She has 
followed the principle that a state is 
free to do anything, however, selfish 
or treacherous and the result is the 
tragic plight in which we now 
find 
her. 
Let us take a warning from her 
experience.”

“heart.” A huge navy, they said, built 
during the course of the war and held 
in waters unknown to the allies, was 
ready at any moment to give battle to 
the allied fleets.
